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Evidence of Mrs, Ann Lilien FOLTF taken on 27 Sevtanber 1945 at the Prisoner- 
of War and Internee Recention Denot, Morotai, in the oresence of His Honour, 
Mr. Justice Mansfield. 


My ful? name is Ann Lilian TF, I ama widow. My husband wes killed in 
action. I am of Dutch nationality, 


I wes first interned at Tomohon vrison cemm‘but in March 1943 I was removed 
to Aermadedi camp. The suards at Aermededi cnmp were Paula, Colowig and 
Wonso; they were not Japanese, Al ther, there were eight guards, for 
ef whom vere ‘on duty at a time, I h»ve no comlaints about these guards. 


YAMADA was a Janonese ond in control of Aermadedi camp. He used to hit the 
women when they went outside the camo to t to smuggle in food; we were re~ 
ported by the suerds, YAMADA had any off: ers sent to his office and then 
he would beat them about 10 or 15 times wi hiv, the number denending 
on how energetic he felt. He beat us on the back. I have not actually been 
beaten myself, but I have seen oth r women beaten. 


I remember the occasion on which four zirls were ill-treated by YAMADA on 
9 August 1945, The girls were Anka Bloom, Rientje Symons, RientJje Feber and 
Svennra Stelma, They were aged respectively 18, 15.or 16, 14 and 12 or 13. 


These girls had been ceught out of bounds, It was prohibited to go outside 
the compound but these girls were looking for coconnuts and any food they 
could find, They were discovered by one of the guards and brought elong the 
main road back to the cemp. YAMADA ordered that they be brought to him at 
his office, Then the “hole camp vas celled up end persded in front of his 
efftce., If anyone had to be vunished, ve were alweys pereded in this manner} 
@ dell wes rung and we had to line wo - women end children. 


The four girls were then beaten in turn “1th a whip across the back and on 
the arms. I could not sey exactly how meny strokes each reeeived but they 
had nbout 10 or 12. 


After the beatings, the girls were forced to stand before YANADA's office 
night end dey for about a week, Although I am not sure, I think that after 
the war had ended, they were ordered to stand there enother day. They were 
not pl’oved to go home and, according to YAMADA, they were not to have any- 
thing to eat or drink, but food wes smugeled to them. They were comoelled 
by YANADA to stand the whole time nl-hough they had en opportunity of sitting 
when he was not present; if he was in his off‘ce all dey, the girls hed to 
stand all day. 


When two girls were found outside the compound one day YAMADA deprived two- 
thirds of the camp of food for one day. There wore avrroximotely 340 in the 
camp altogether, 


The condition of the sirls mentioned above who were forced to stend before 
YAMADA's office wes poor et the ond of the six or seven days; they were fairly 
exhausted, They have now recovered, as far as I know. 
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Mrs, Symons, mother of one of the girls, was beaten in 1942 before we went 

to Aermededi, to Tomohon, YANADA was also in charge at Tomohon. On this 
occasion, Mrs. Symons tried to smuggle a letter out to one of the drivers 

of the truck that brouzht our food. Zvery ton days our rations wore brought, 
end she triet to get a letter to her husband, was in a camp about 60 
miles distant. She was roported and prraded b-rore YAMADA. We were then 

ell peraded in front of his office and the people in the street wre nble to 
look in also. Then he punched her in tho faca with his fists many times, 
They were herd punches end her foce was all Swollen as a result. Also, she 
had trouble with her ear after t beating. I saw hor fall down during the 
beating end while she was on the ground YAVADA kicked her on the logs; I turned 
away when he did this. YAMADA then eddressed the rest of the cemp, telling 
us that if we were crught out of hounds, we should receive the sane treatment 
and this would be a lesren to us. We were told we were rotton thr ugh and 
through. Mrs. Symons welked rround the erro for a little tine on the morning 
she was beaten in order to give YAMADA the imoression that she had been 
affected by the beating, but irmedi: tely he had gone she took a few day's 
rost; exactly how long I cannot say. 


Mrs. Radema was elso at Aermadedi during this year; it moy heve beon about 
Merch or a little later, She was also outside looking for cocoanuts on-one 
occasion and was brought in by one of the volice who was dressed in civilian 
Clothes, She was brought befors YAMADA and then she was cplled everything 
from » dog dom and wes beaten on the beck by YAMADA with a whin. I cannot 
sey how many strokes she recocived but it was eovroximately 3/3 they wore hesvy 
strokes, After having given her this boating, she had to stand outside his 
office for two days and two nights. YAMADA would not allow her to have food 
but fo ¢d was srugsled in to her. According to YAMADA, if eny norson wes 
called before him en e chargeof srugeling in food, that >.erson wesnot Pllowed 
to have anything to eat. 


Mrs. Bruckel wes nsseulted during 1945 at Aernededt camp. She was found cooke 
ing outside tho kitchen, We were not nllwd to cook outside the kitchon, but 
Sometimes some of the wonen tried to cook something extra, I saw Mrs, Bruckel 
being hit in the fact by YaMAD, 3 I wes ebout the kitchen at the time. YAMADA 
Smecked her in the face two or thre times with his oven hends. ‘Then he sent 
her to his office. He drow a circle on the ground in the boiling sun end put 

@ guerd over her; she wns to stend thore facing the sun f:r the whole day. When 
YAMADA had gone, the gurrd lether go outof tho sun. She wes pt tho office altom 
gether for ebout two days and two nights. 


Mrs, David was elso interned in the camp et Acrnededi, I think some tine during 
this year. I saw hor beaten by YAMADA. Wo wre ell onreded agein before his 
office. Mrs. Devid had beon caucht conking outside the kitchen. She hed to go 
to thooffice and explein what sho hed been doing end to bring the food along. 
She also had to stend outside YAMADA's of “ice for pbout one day end one night, 
es far as I cen remember, We saw her being taken into the office et night but 
what hepvened in there I cannot sry. 


Mrs. Van Doggenerr come to Acrnededi cap in about September of lest yeer. 
She was beaten et night, I saw her the following day »nd che was black end 
blue and her face was swollen up end her enkle was very sore for two or three 
weeks after, Shehed bruises on her enkle end on tho celf of her leg, and she 
was sick, 
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The food supplies at Aermadedi were wry poor, We were allow-d 1200 kilos 

of rice end maize every ten days ere about 390 or 400 kilos of rice, 
the remainder being corn. Sometine hed to zrind the corn ourselves and 
sometimes it was sont to us already ¢: d. For the first few months we re~ 
ceived 1200 kilos -very ten deys but it egraduelly ed to 900 and 800 
kilos. Then a Japenese celled Tekaseki ceme to the emp and I asked hin to 
look into the matter of food. He seid he wuld see about it and the position 
did improve after that. We then had only rice, 


Beri beri was rermantin the cemm and 28 died altogether. The beri beri was 
the ceuse of their death, At Torohon for the first couple of months, we were 
allowed to go to Hospitel when we were sick tut in Aermadedi cemp we were 
not allowed, except on one occesion when two women “ to ho tel end sub— 
sequently dled; they wore too far con> when they were taken awry. 


Medical sunplies at A=rmadedi wore very poor. YAMADA would give us only 200 
quinine tablets for 200 people; this was given us only once. Leter, he geve 
us 300 on one Sion and 700 on another. There was much malaria in the 
camp... Every time we asked for medicine YAMADA alwoys replied in Malayan, 
"What use have you neonle for medicine" The sooner you die the better I 
Shell like it." Tf anybody was dying and w asked for a light at night, we 
were not allowed onc. 


A fow children wore born in crmo, When the firct baby was born, the mother 
was attended by one of the mu: in the camp, who were also internecs, The 
mothers of the other babics b in the camp were sent to the hospital up in 
the country. There wes p doctor there, but he did not bother about them and 
they wore attended by netive nurses, The mothers were alright, elthough they 
were not supplied with cxtra food, Sore of the children in the ¢ 3 I think 
about seven or eight of those who dicd were children. All dicd fr veri beri. 


When we were 4Antornod, we did not take any of our own property into the cam 
except a fcw clothes; the Japanzse went through our dees end ceses and took 
anything of eny velue. I menased to seve only » gold case, 


My little cirl now aged five years, suéfered from dysontery at the comp. 
She is at present in hospital. 


Whenever YAMADA went to the labatory he did not bother about o- vering himself 
very much. He lived in a hanboo hut with three pen sides and although he had 
@ Screen he never used to use it but drescod end undroseod in front of the 
women. When he went to the levat ry, he wont in entton shorts only but might 
as well not have worn anything. 


The guerds at the erte had to sien for rations coming into the camp. I asked 
YAMADA once for oxtre fond end we received 970 kilos instead of 800. The guard 
Signed for the 900 kilos but whon the food wns vroucht inside YAMADA would teke 
one of the sacks which had be-n signed for. 


Wo wore never visited by any Red Cross psorle et Acrmadedi. Jpnencse officers 


visited the camp Occasionally. One man, TAKASAKI, ceme about four tines. 
Complaints were made to him which h-lved us for ep f>w deys while ho was present. 
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But as soon as he hed gone away the old rations of food were reverted to. 
TAKASAKI wes a beron and a neval of ficer. 


When women died in the enamp, other women hod to dig the graves and cerry the 
dead to the ereves, We also had to die cur own lIrtrine pits. 


The weshing facilities were very poor. We had no running wator and had to 

g0 outside the cenp with a euard et 4 olclock every pfternoon end carry 

about 20 buckets of water to the kitchen. After thet, we hed to carry one 

or two buckets of water for ourselves, Wehed to wesh our clothes ond beth 

in thet weter. 

When YAMADA wes expecting any visitors, he elweys sent for me and told mo 

how long we would be rllowed to trlk to them and on one occasion he threatened 
that if I made eny corpleints I would be beaten. I diac molaik, however, 

but YAMADA did not get to hear abrut it so I was not boatens 


About four or five days after the sizning of the peace, wo were allowed to 
walk about the streets, Wo wore actually released on 15 Septembor 1945, 


I would be able to identify YAMADA; he was commonly known as "The Beavor."
